AND CONDITIONS AND POWERS OF THE 


APPOINTMENT, TERMS 
CHANCELLOR 


PRO 


Statute Number 38 shall be added after statute number 37 as follows 
Appointment, terms & conditions and powers of the Pro Chancellor 


( 1 ) 


In accordance with the statute the Pro Chancellor shall be appointed by the Chancellor . 


The Secretary /President of the Sponsoring Body shall send the name, along with Bio -data 
of the proposed Pro Chancellor, to the Chancellor for approval. After Chancellors approval 
Registrar /shall be notify the same. 


( 2 ) 


The Pro Chancellor shall exercise powers as delegated by the chancellor such as preside 
over the meeting of the Governing Body and shall , when the chancellor is not present, 
preside over convocation of the University for conferring degrees . Diplomas or other 
academic distinctions but not those as specified in the Act as powers of the Chancellor . 


( 3 ) The Pro Chancellor shall hold office for a period of four years and shall be eligible for 


reappointment with the approval of chancellor following the procedures laid down above 


under clause ( 1 ) of this statute . 


Provided that the Pro Chancellor shall notwithstanding the expiring his term , continue 
to hold his office until either he is reappointed or his successor enter upon his office . 


( 4 ) 


In case of an emergency situation like illness , absence or death of the Chancellor, the Pro 
Chancellor shall perform his duties till the duly approved Chancellor reassumes his office or 
the new Chancellor is appointed. However , this period will not exceed six months. 


( 5 ) 


The Pro Chancellor shall exercise general control over the affairs of the University as 


delegated by chancellor and ensure that the Act Rules statutes, ordinance and 


Regulations are faithfully observed by the university . He/ She can call information /record 
and direct any officer of the university to reconsider his /her decisions. The Pro 
Chancellor s decision shall be final for the university for all Administration , Academic 


matter and any other matters therewith . 


(6 ) 


The Pro Chancellor shall be entitled to receive honorarium , expenses and allowances 


( 7 ) 


as may be decided by the chancellor subject to the approval by Governing Body . 
The Pro Chancellor may be writing under his hand addressed to the chancellor, resign 
his office . Chancellor shall accept his resignation and approved new name as per clause 


( 1 ) of this statute . 


(8 ) 


The Chancellor can remove Pro Chancellor from his /her post if he / she is found working 


against the interest of the university .

In cxcrcisc of the powers conferred by section 82 of the 
Arbitration and Conciliation Act, 1996 (26 of 1996 ), the High Court of 
Madhya Pradesh , hcrcby , makes the following rules as to the 
procccdings before the Court under the said Act, namcly :

PART - I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short Title- Thcsc rulcs shall be called The Madhya Pradesh 

Arbitration Contrc (Domestic and International) Rules , 2019 . 


2 . 


Commencement- Thcsc rulcs shall comc into force from the date 
of thcir publication in thc "Madhya Pradesh Gazette " . 


3. Definitions: 
( 1 ) In thcsc rules , unless the context otherwisc requires : 
(a ) " Act" mcans thc Arbitration and Conciliation Act, 1996 

( 26 of 1996 ); and the amendments thereto or any rc 
cnactment thcrcof and other cxprcssions not defined 
herein shall carry the samc mcaning as they do under 
Section 2 of thc Act ; 
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(b ) " Arbitral Award " mcans and includes an interim , a 

partial, a preliminary or final award ; 


( c ) " Arbitrator " mcans a person appointed as an Arbitrator 

interms of the Act and rules made there under ; 


( d ) " Board of Governors " mcans the Board of Governors 

constitutcd under Rulc 4 of thcsc rules ; 


( e ) " Centre " mcans thc Madhya Pradesh Arbitration Centre 

(Domestic and International) at Jabalpur and its Benches 
at Indore and Gwalior and at such other places where 
Centrcs may be established by order issucd from time to 
timc by Competent Authority ; 


(f) " Chief Justice " means Chief Justice of High Court of 

Madhya Pradesh who shall be Patron - in -Chicf; 


(g ) "Competent Authority " means thc Patron - in -Chief ; 


( h ) " Confirming Party " means a party to an arbitration 

agreement who has signed the Joint Memorandum as 
provided in Schedule - 1; 


(i) " Director" and " Deputy Director" mcans the persons 

appointed under Rule 6 of these rules ; 


) " Directorate " means the body constituted under Rule 6 

of these rules ; 


( k ) " Dispute " includes thc differences arising out of 

anagreement containing an arbitration clause ;

to assist the Tribunal; 
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( m ) " Joint Memorandum " mcans a memorandum jointly 

signedby the parties in the format as provided at 
Schedule - l; 


(n ) " Panel of Arbitrators " mcans thc Panel of Arbitrators 

constituted under Rule 9 of thcsc rules ; 


(0 ) " Pleading" shall include statement of claim , counter 

claim ,rejoinders and additional statement of claim and 
counter claim , supplementing the original claim and the 
counter claim and reply statements, asmay be permitted 
by the Tribunal; 


( p ) " President" means a sitting Judge of the High Court 

ofMadhya Pradesh nominated by the Chief Justice of the 
High Court of Madhya Pradesh under these rulcs ; 


( q ) " Pro - Bono Arbitrators Services " mcans service rendered 

by an Arbitrator in an arbitration proceedings , where the 
claim does not involve sum cxcccding Rs. 5,00,000 / - and 
where one of the partics is indigent and unable to pay the 
fees of the Arbitrator ; 


(r) " Research Assistant" mcans a person holding a Dcgrcc 

in Law from a recognized University and enrolled as an 
advocate under thc Advocates Act , 1961 and who has 
bccn in practice for not less than three years and chosen 
to assist the Directorate and thc Arbitrators ; 


(s ) " Request " mcans a written communication to the Centre 

toinitiatc thc arbitration proceedings in accordance with 
thcsc rules ; 
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( t ) " Rules " mcans thc Madhya Pradesh Arbitration Centre 

(Domestic and International) Rulcs , 2019 


( u ) " Tribunal" mcans an Arbitral Tribunal consisting of one 

ormorc odd number of Arbitrators not excecding five , 
chosen from the pancl constituted under Part - III Rule 9 
of thcsc rules ; 


(2 ) The words and cxpressions used herein but not defined shall 

havc thc samc mcaning as assigned to them in thc Act 
respectively . 


PART- II 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


4 . 


Board of Governors : 


( 1 ) Constitution :- The Board of Governors shall consist of the 

following, namcly : 
1 . Onc Judge of the High Court to bc President 

nominated by the Chicf Justice 
Four Judges of the High Court to be Members 

nominated by thc Chicf Justice 
3 . Dircctor

2 . 


(2 ) Meeting of the Board : 


( 1 ) The Board of Governors shall mcct as and when 

rcquired but at lcast once in two months; 


( 2 ) The Dircctor shall convcnc thc mcctings of the Board of 

Governors as may be directed by the President or the 
scnior most Governor in the absence of the President; 
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( 3 ) Thc mectings of the Board of Governors shall be 

presided over by the President; 
(4 ) The Mcmber Secretary shall not have voting rights . 


5. Powers of the Board of Governors : 


( 1 ) To take all such decisions as may be warranted for the 

smooth and effective functioning of the Centre ; 


( 2 ) To formulate rules for the internal management of the 

Centre , to frame guidelines generally to monitor and oversec 
the administration of the Centre ; 


( 3 ) To recommend any amendment to these rules . 


( 4 ) To constitute the Panel of Arbitrators ; 


(5 ) To fix or revise the Arbitrators fccs , thc fccs payable to 

Arbitrators and the administrative and misccllancous 
expenses payable in respect of 

any proceedings; 


(6 ) To remove an Arbitrator from the Panel if : 


( a ) any complaint of brcach of duty or misconduct is 

received against him and the Board of Governors is of 
the opinion that it would be cxpcdicnt and in the 
interest of the Centre not tocontinue such person on its 
Panel of Arbitrators ; 


or

( b) he

(c ) he has incurred any disqualification under thc Act;

(d ) he is appointed or nominated to any post or office of

( 7 ) To appoint as many Research Assistants 

many Research Assistants as may be 
necessary in order to assist the Directorate and the 
Arbitrators and to fix thcir tenure and for valid reasons to 
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terminate their scrviccs bcforc the expiry of thc tenure and to 
dccidc the honorarium to be paid ; 


(8 ) To consider the request of any other Arbitration Centre or 

Institution cstablished under thc acgis of the Supreme Court 
of India or the High Court of any other State , to hold the 
sittings of arbitration procccdings pcnding before such 
institutions at the Centre on such terms and conditions and 
on a reciprocal basis , without, however, dislocating any prior 
commitment of the Centrc ; 


(9 ) 


To appoint persons from the panel of Arbitrators to deal with 
matters cnumcrated under sub - section (4 ) or sub - section (5 ) 
or sub - section (6 ) of Scction 11 of the Act . 


PART- III 
THE DIRECTORATE 


6 . 


The Directorate : 
Thcrc shall be a Directoratc to supervisc and manage the day 
to -day affairs of the Arbitration Centre which shall consist of 
the following: 
( 1 ) A scrving or rctircd District Judge of the Madhya Pradesh 

Judicial Scrvicc , to be appointed by the Chicf Justice , who 
shall be in - charge of the Centre and act under the 
supervision of thc Board of Governors ; 


( 2 ) Not more than two scrving Judicial Officers of Madhya 

Pradesh Judicial Service in thc cadre of Scnior Civil Judge 
or Civil Judge, to bc appointed by the Chicf Justice , as 
Deputy Directors . They shall work under the supervision 
of thc Director ; 


( 3 ) Such staff as may be appointed or deputed by the Chicf 

Justicc ; 


(4 ) Such number of Research Assistants as may be appointed 

by thc Board of Governors to assist the Directorate and the 
Arbitrators ; 
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7 . 


Duties and responsibilities of the Director : 


(1) The Director shall be responsible for the day -to -day 

functioning of the Centre and shall be the custodian of the 
Centre . 


( 2 ) The Director shall , 


(a ) initiate action in respect of any rcqucst for Arbitration 

of disputes when referred to it in accordance with 
thcsc rules ; 


(b ) notify the parties to comply with the requirements of 

filing of the request and reply and the submission and 
payment of Arbitrators fees and miscellancous 
expenses, within the prescribed time; 


(c ) maintain and update from time to time a profile of 

cach Arbitrator on the Pancl, and make it availablc 
in the public domain ; 


(d ) maintain a fact sheet of cach arbitration case on the 

basis of the order sheet maintained by the Tribunal; 


(c ) call upon 

upon the parties to deposit the assessed 
Arbitrator s Fee and all other costs and expenses of 
the Centre ; 


assess the cost to be awarded by the Tribunal; 


takc steps as may be necessary for timely completion 
of Arbitration procecdings ; 


(h ) carry out any directions given by the Board of 

Governors from time to time; 


(i) organize workshops, conferences , symposia , 

seminars , ctc ., in the field of Alternative Dispute 
Resolution Mechanism and to promote the use of the 
Centre for resolution of the disputes on the directions 
of the Board of Governors ; and 


(j) 


do such other functions as may be assigned by the 
Board of Governors . 
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( 3 ) Thc Dircctor is , hereby , authoriscd to suc or bc sucd on 

behalf of the Ccntrc . 


( 4 ) All correspondence and communications to the Centre 

shall be addressed to thc Director and all correspondence 
and communications on behalf of thc Centre shall be 
madc by thc Director . 


8 . 


Duties of Research Assistants: 


( 1 ) Rescarch . Assistants shall carry out the dutics as may be 

fixed by the Board of Governors . 


(2 ) The Rescarch Assistants shall work under the supervision 

of thc Director and the Deputy Directors . On appointment 
hc shall submit curriculum vitac in schedule IV . 


PART - IV 
PANEL OF ARBITRATORS 


9 . 


Panel of Arbitrators: 


( 1 ) 


The Board of Governors shall constitute a Panel of 
Arbitrators from amongst persons who arc cligible and 
willing to act as Arbitrators. All such persons are required 
to furnish a full curriculum vitae in the form prescribed in 
Schcdulc - III . 


( 2 ) 


Thc Directoratc shall maintain a Pancl of Arbitrators 
together with information to their 

their qualifications , 
cxpcricnce and current availability .

( 3 ) 


Thc Board of Governors may, at any time, add any new 
namcs to the Pancl or rcmovc the namc of 

any person from 
the Pancl, cither at thc rcqucst of any such person or for 
any rcasons contemplated in sub- rulc (6 ) of rule 5 of these 
rulcs .

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PART - V 
ARBITRATION PROCEDURE 


10. Reference to Arbitration : 


( 1) 


Where partics to a contract have agreed that any dispute or 
difference which may arisc or has arisen , out of or in 
relation to a contract, shall be referred to Arbitration in 
accordance with these rules , the same shall be referred 
accordingly . 


. 


(2 ) 


These rulcs shall also be applicable where the partics sign a 
joint memorandum agrecing that thcir dispute shall be 
rcferred to Arbitration in accordance with these rules or 
when the same is sorcferred through any proceedings in 
any Court, including: 


( a ) 


under section 89 of the Code of Civil Procedurc , 1908 ; 


(b ) thcsc rules shall also apply where the Chief Justice or 

his designate or any court, whether Supreme Court or 
as the case may be , the High Court or any person or 
institution designated by such court, appoints 
Tribunal and directs that the arbitration shall be 
conducted under thc acgis of the Centre or in 
accordance with these rules ; and 


(c ) where the partics to any International contract, have 

agreed to submit their disputes or differences to 
Arbitration in accordance with these rules . 


11. Procedure for Arbitration : 


( 1 ) Any person desirous of initiating arbitration under these 

rules , shall submit his rcqucst with statement of claim to 
the Directorate with a copy marked to the opponcnt. 


(2 ) The statement of claim shall contain the following : 


(a ) name in full, description , contact details, including 

mobile number ( s), if any, and address of each of the 
partics , complete details including c -mail addresses , if 
any ; 
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(b ) a bricf description of the nature and circumstances of 

the dispute giving rise to the claim ; 


( c ) statement of thc rclicf sought, including an indication 

of any amount claimed along with supporting 
documents , if any; 


( d ) rclcvant agreements and , in particular , an extract of the 

written arbitration clausc or thc dccd of arbitration 
agrccmcnt, if scparatcly contained ; 


(c ) provisional Terms of Reference and thc issucs to be 

adjudicatcd ; 


(f) all relevant particulars concerning the Arbitrators , their 

number , qualifications, if any, prescribed in the 
arbitration agreement on which partics have already 
agrccd in writing; 


(g ) statements as to the applicablc rules or laws, or trade 

usages applicable to thc transaction , if any, and the 
language in which the arbitration is to bc conducted ; 
and 


(h ) the order of the Court, if any, passed in proceedings 

rcfcrrcd to in thcsc rulcs . 


( 3 ) 


The party making rcqucst to initiatc Arbitration shall file his 
statement of claim , along with thc rcqucst but in any cvent, 
shall do so within thirty days thereof or within such time , 
as may bc spccificd by the Director : 

Provided that where the Supreme Court or thc High 
Court as the casc may bc, or any person or institution 
designated by such Court appoints an Arbitrator under 
scction 11 of thc Act and dirccts thc Arbitration to bc 
conducted under the acgis of the Centre , the Claimant shall 
file his statcmcnt of claim within thirty days from thc dato 
of reccipt of official communication from the Centre under 
rule 19 or with in such time as may be specificd by the 
Dircctor . 


( 4 ) On rcccipt of thc rcqucst of the party , the Directorate shall 

scrutinizc thc samc and if found in order , shall trcat it as 
the statcmcnt of claim . 
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(5 ) The Claimant shall submit sufficicnt number of copics of 

the request and the statement of claim being one copy for 
the Centre , onc copy for cach Arbitrator (if the number of 
Arbitrators is mentioned in the arbitration agreement) and 
one copy for cach Respondent. 


(6 ) 


The Claimant shall also make a tentative advance payment 
of his share of the administrative and miscellancous 
expenses and also the Arbitrator s fce , as the Director may 
indicate . 


( 7 ) 


In the cvent thc Claimant fails to comply with any of the 
aforcsaid requirements , the Director may fix a time limit 
within which the Claimant shall comply , failing which , the 
file shall be deemed to be closed . However , it is open for the 
Claimant to submit the claim afresh in accordance with 
law . 


(8 ) The Director shall send a copy of the Rcqucst, Statement of 
Claim and thc documents annexed thereto , to 

to the 
Respondent for filing his reply within thirty days from the 
date of receipt of notice or within such time as cxtended by 
the Director. 


(9 ) 


Any person who is not a party to the arbitration agreement 
shall not be entitled to participate in the procecdings before 
this Centre , unless he has obtained leave of the Court to do 
so . In that event such a party shall also be subject to these 
rules . 


12. Filing of Response : 


( 1) On receipt of the statement of claim from the Centre , the 

respondent shall submit his written response to the 
Directoratcwithin 30 ( thirty ) days or within such time as 
may be extended by the Director as pcr sub -rule ( 2 ) 
alongwith the following :

(a ) his name in full , description , contact details , including 

mobile number(s ),e -mail address , if any and address ; 


(b ) confirmation or denial of all or part of the Claim made by 

the Claimant in the Statement of claim ; 
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(c ) comments in rcsponsc to the nature and circumstances 

of the dispute giving rise to thc Claim contained in the 
rcqucst ; 


(d ) rcsponsc to thc rclicí sought in thc Requcst ; 


(c ) statcmcnt describing the nature and circumstances 

giving rise to any Counter - claim , if any, including all 
relevant or supporting documents; or a set-off , if any, 
which shall be adjudicated upon by thc tribunal, if such 
countcr claim or sct -off falls within the scope of the 
arbitration agreement; 


(1) provisional " Terms of Refcrcncc " and thc issucs to be 

adjudicated ; 


(g ) comments , if any , concerning the number of Arbitrators 

and thcir choice in thc light of the Claimant s proposals ; 

and 
(h ) statements , if any, as to the applicablc rulcs or law and 

the language to bc uscd in conducting the arbitration 
procccdings ; 


( 2 ) 


Thc Director may , on sufficient grounds in writing 
cxplaining the delay , grant an extension of timc for filing 
the reply and Counter- claim , if any , to thc Rcspondent , 
upon payment ofof such costs 

may be dccmcd 
appropriate and within such timc as may be specificd : 


as 


Provided , that the request for extension of time shall 
bc cntertained only once and such extension shall not 
cxceed thirty days . If the Respondent fails to file his rcply 
and Counter -claim , if any, the Dircctor shall proceed 
further in accordance with thcsc rulcs . 


( 3 ) Failure of the Respondent to file his Reply and Counter 

claim , if any, within thc timc stipulated or thc cxtcndcd 
timc shall constitutc a waiver of the Respondent s 
opportunity to filc thc Reply . 


(4 ) 


Copics of thc Reply and Counter - claim , if any , shall be 
supplied to the Directorate in sufficient number , namely , 
onc copy for the Centre , onc copy to cach Arbitrator ( if the 
number of Arbitrators is mcntioned in the arbitration 
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agreement) and one copy to cach of the other party or 
partics . 


(5 ) In the event of Respondent making a Counter -claim , he 

shall make an advance payment of his share of Arbitrator s 
fec and administrative and miscellancous expenses , as the 
Director may determine . 


(6 ) 


A copy of the Reply and Counter -claim , if any , and the 
documents annexed thereto shall be communicated by the 
Director to thc claimant. 


( 7 ) The Claimant shall file a reply to the Counter -claim , if any, 

within 30 ( thirty ) days from the date of receipt of thc 
Counter - claim or the claim for set -off . 


(8 ) The Director may , for rcasons assigned , grant extension of 

time to the claimant to filc a Reply and on payment of 
such costs as may be dccmcd appropriate : 


Provided , that the request for extension of time shall 
be entertained only once and such cxtcnsion shall not be 
beyond 30 (thirty) days. In exceptional cases , the President 
in consultation with the Board of Governors , may exercise 
discrction to extend thetime. 


( 9 ) 


Failure of the Claimant to file any Reply to the Counter 
claim within the timc stipulated or the extended time shall 
constitute a waiver of the claimant s opportunity to file the 
same. 


13. Discovery and Inspection of Documents : 


The parties are entitled to scck discovery and inspection of 
documents by making an application at the carliest to the 
Director and on such application being filcd , the Director may 
call upon the other party to produce such document for 
inspection which shall be done within 15 (Fifteen ) days from the 
date of the receipt of such dircction unless the party has a good 
rcason for non - production of the document. The time prescribed 
for filing of pleadings as provided herein above shall stand 
extended by the time taken for discovery and inspection . 
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14. Authority to represent and assist the party : 


( 1 ) 


Each party shall advise , in writing, the other party and the 
Director of: 


( a ) 


thc namc and address of thc person who will represcnt 
or assist him or her , and 
the capacity in which such person will act . 


(b ) 


( 2 ) 


Oncc thc Tribunal has been established , thc partics or thcir 
representatives shall communicatc in writing directly with 
thc Tribunal, with a copy of the communication addressed 
to the Directoratc , for information , whcrcvcr necessary . 


15. Notices and Communications: 


All notices or communications from thc Director and thc 
Tribunal shall bc in writing and deemed to have been duly 
delivered when sent to the last known addrcss of the party or the 
duly notificd rcprcscntative of the parties . Such notice or 
communication may be made by any one of the following modes , 
namcly , dclivcry against rcccipt, rcgistered post, couricr , 
facsimilc transmission , telex , telegram or any other mcans of 
verifiablc clcctronic communication that provides a record of 
such communication .

Whcrc thc parties fail to agree upon the 
solc arbitrator within the said pcriod , thċ President , in 
consultation with the Board of Governors , shall appoint 
arbitrator (s ). 
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(2 ) Where the agreement provides for appointment of thrcc 

arbitrators thc Claimant and the Respondent cach shall 
appoint an arbitrator within thirty days, who shall appoint 
the Presiding Arbitrator : 


Provided that in the event of failure of any or both the 
parties to appoint an Arbitrator , the President , in consultation 
with the Board of Governors , shall appoint an Arbitrator from 
the Panel: 


Provided further that in the cvent of failure of the named 
Arbitrators to appoint the Presiding Arbitrator , the President, 
in consultation with the Board of Governors , shall appoint an 
Arbitrator from thc Pancl. 


( 3 ) In a case of International Arbitration the third Arbitrator shall 

not be of the nationality of either of the parties . 


(4 ) The parties shall be cntitled to select an Arbitrator from the 

Pancl. The appointment, however , shall be subject to the 
consent and availability of such Arbitrator . No Arbitrator shall 
bc so appointed if he is alrcady engaged in six or more 
arbitrations . 


(5 ) Sub - rules ( 1 ) to ( 3 ) shall also apply mutatis mutandis to the 

appointment of Arbitrators in a dispute referred by any 
authority . 


18. Appointments in the case ofMulti-party Arbitration : 


(1 ) Where disputes arise amongst more than two partics out of a 

defined legal relationship or out of a series of interconnected 
contracts (including " chain " or " string" contracts), the partics 
may agree that the Tribunal shall consist of threc members , 
one to be nominated by cach of the partics (supporting partics 
will be grouped together and trcated as one party for the 
purpose of such nomination of the arbitrator ) and the third 
arbitrator shall be appointed by the President, who shall chair 
the Tribunal . 


( 2 ) If the partics to a dispute arc rcquired to bc grouped in three 

groups, cach such group will nominatc one arbitrator cach 
and the three members of the Tribunal shall nominate one 
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out of thcmsclvcs to Chair thc Tribunal. If thc members fail to 
so nominate , thc President shall nominato anyone of them to 
chair thc Tribunal within fifteen days of thc constitution of 
thc Tribunal . 


(3 ) If the partics to a dispute are rcquired to bc grouped in four 

groups , cach of such groups shall nominatc one Arbitrator . 
The President shall appoint an independent Arbitrator from 
thc panel. Thc Arbitrator appointed by thc President shall 
chair the Tribunal. 


( 4 ) If the partics to a dispute are required to bc grouped in five 

groups, cach of such groups shall nominatc onc Arbitrator 
cach and thosc fivc mcmbcrs shall nominatc one out of 
thcmsclvcs to chair thc Tribunal. If the members fail to so 
nominatc the Chairman , Prcsidcnt shall nominate anyonc of , 
them to chair the Tribunal, within fiftcen days of the 
constitution of thc Tribunal. 


(5 ) All cfforts shall be made to cnsurc that such grouping of 

partics shall not cxcccd fivc . In case the groups arc more than 
five , the President shall adopt such procedure for the 
appointment of arbitrators as may bc deemed appropriatc , in 
vicw of thc facts and circumstanccs of the casc but in no casc 
shall the number of arbitrators comprising thc Tribunal shall 
cxcccd five . 


19. Consent of Arbitrators : 


( 1) Soon after the sclection of Arbitrators , the Director shall send 

an official communication to that cffcct to the partics and to 
thc Arbitrators . The Arbitrators so chosen shall give their 
conscnt in writing to the partics with a copy to the Centre , 
which in turn , shall communicatc thc saine to the partics . 


(2 ) An objcction regarding appointment of an Arbitrator can be 

raised in writing bcforc thc Directoratc. within seven days 
from the datc of reccipt of communication mentioned under 
the preceding rulc , which shall be placed before thc Board of 
Governors . The Board , in turn , shall consider the same and 
pass appropriatc orders cxpcditiously . 
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(3 ) In the event of any circumstancc not being provided for herein 

above , the President, in consultation with the Board of 
Governors and after hcaring the parties , shall nominate such 
Arbitrators from the panel, as he may decmed fit. 


20. Confirmation of Arbitrators : 


(1 ) Soon after the arbitrator (s ) has been appointed , the 

Directorate shall send an official communication to that effect 
to the parties and to the arbitrator (s ). 


( 2 ) The arbitrator (s ) so appointed shall give a declaration in the 

format prescribed in Schedulc II of the rules . 


21. Terms of Reference and Arbitration Schedule : 
( 1 ) On constitution of Tribunal, the Directorate shall compile the 

plcadings and provisional Terms of Reference , if any, 
furnished by the parties , and send it to the Tribunal. The 
Tribunal shall draw up the term of reference . Thereafter , in 
consultation with the Directorate it shall prepare the timc 
table for conduct of the arbitration and communicate it to the 
partics . The time- tablc shall specify : 


(a ) the period within which the partics would file statement of 

witnesses by way of affidavit which shall be treated as 
thcir depositions made in examination - in - chief; 


(b ) the dates when the Tribunal shall record oral cvidence to 

be adduced by the partics by way of cross- cxamination of 
thewitnesses who tendered thcir affidavit evidence and 
such other oral depositions as the Tribunal may permit ; 


(c) the dates when the partics would address their arguments 

before thc Tribunal. 


( 2 ) The time-table so fixed shall remain firm and binding on all 

concerned . 


( 3 ) The Tribunal shall communicate the time -tablc through the 

Director and also the time period for publication of the Award . 


(4 ) In the absence of any specific provision in the rules , the 

partics are ſrce to agrce on the procedure to be followed by the 
Tribunal in conducting its proceedings . 
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(5 ) Failing any agrccmcnt between 

the partics about thc 
procedure to be followed , the Tribunal may conduct the 
proceedings in the manner it considers appropriate . 


(6 ) The power of the Tribunal includes the power to dctcrminc thc 

admissibility and relevancy of any cvidcncc . 


(7 ) Thc Tribunal may, wherc ncccssary , secure agreement of 

partics to dispcnsc with formal proof of documents , except in 
casc of qucstioned documents. 


22. Consolidation of proceedings : 


Thc Tribunal with the consent of the partics may direct the 
consolidation of two or morc arbitration procccdings bcforc it, if 
the disputc or diffcrcnccs therein arc identical betwcen the 
partics having common interest or whcrc such dispute ariscs out 
of separatc contract but rclates to the samc transaction . 


23. Joinder of Additional Parties : 


( 1) Tribunal may implcad a party to the arbitral proceedings 

with the written consent of all the partics to the arbitration 
agrccmcnt. 


(2 ) The proportionate administrative costs and Tribunal s fcc 

prescribed in the respective schedulc shall be payable by the 
ncwly added party as dctcrmined by the Tribunal. 


24. Hearing Procedure : 
(1) Unless agreed between the partics in writing , the Tribunal 

shall hold oral hcarings : 


Provided that , thc Tribunal shall , as far as possiblc , 
conduct arbitral proceedings for the presentation of cvidence 
or for oral argumcnt on day -to -day basis , and shall not grant 
any adjournments unless sufficient causc is made out, and 
may impose costs , including cxcmplary costs , on the party 
sccking adjournment without any sufficicnt causc : 


Provided further that , if partics to agreement agrec in 
writing to have their dispute resolved by fast track procedure 
as specificd in scction 29B of the Act, thc Tribunal shall 
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conduct arbitration proccedings as contemplated in sub 
section (3 ) of section 29B of the Act. 


(2 ) Unless thc Tribunal decides to undertake site inspection or 

holds hearings in such other place for any rcason as it may 
dcem necessary , all hcarings shall take place in the Centre at 
Jabalpur or any other Centre established as per the rules . 


( 3 ) All mcctings and hearings shall be in camera unless the 

partics desire otherwise or the Tribunal directs otherwise . 


(4 ) After the conclusion of cvidcncc and hearing, the Tribunal 

shall pronounce the award on a datc which shall be 
intimated through the Directorate . 


25. Settlement of dispute : 


( 1 ) The Tribunal may encourage amicable settlement of the 

disputewith the agreement of the partics . 


( 2 ) The parties are free to opt for cithcr mcdiation or conciliation 

at any time during the pendency of the proceedings before 
the Tribunal . In such event, the matter may be referred to 
mediation or conciliation at the discretion of the Tribunal. 


(3 ) If, during the arbitration proceedings , the partics scttlc thc 

dispute , the Tribunal shall terminate the proceedings and 
pass award in terms of the settlement. 


PART - VII 
TIME SCHEDULE FOR THE ARBITRATION 


26. Duration of arbitral proceedings and time limit for arbitral 

award : 


The duration of arbitration procecding, time limit for the arbitral 
award and the consequences for non -adherence thereof shall be 
as prescribed under section 29A of the Act: 

Provided that , the partics to an Arbitration Agreement may 
choose to adopt fast track procedure contemplated under section 
29B of the Act . 
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PART- VIII 
RULES OF PROCEDURE 


27. Default of parties : 


If a party to an arbitration agrccmcnt fails to participate at 
anystage bcforc the signing of terms of rcfcrcncc , such party shall 
bc procccdcd cx -partc and a notice to this cffcct shall be sent to 
all thc partics including the defaulting party . However , the 
defaulting party shall not bc precluded from participating at 
subscqucnt stage of procccdings of the Arbitration with thc Icavc 
of thc Tribunal, on such tcrms as it may impose . 


28. Default of Arbitrators : 


After the constitution of the Tribunal, if Arbitrator fails to 
participatcin two successivc hearings without sufficient cause , his 
mandatc to act as an Arbitrator , subject to discretion of the Board 
of Governors , shall stand terminated . In the cvent of termination , 
a new Arbitrator shall be appointed by the Board of Governors in 
consultation with the partics . The newly appointed Arbitrator shall 
continuc thc procccdings from that stage . 


29. Appointment of Experts : 


( 1) Thc Tribunal may , unless otherwisc agrced by the parties in 

writing: 


(a ) appoint one or more cxpcrts to report to it on specific 

issucs to bc dctcrmincd by the Tribunal; and 


( b ) rcquirc a party to give the expert any relevant information 

or to produce , or to provide access to , any relevant 
documents , goods or other property for inspection . 


(2 ) Thc cxpcrt , on the request of a party , shall makc availablc to 

that party , for inspection all documents , goods or other 
property in possession of the expert to prepare the report. 


( 3 ) Tribunal of its own or on thc rcqucst of the party may dircct 

such cxpcrt to be cross cxamined in respect of the opinion , 
given by him . 
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(4 ) The fees and costs of any expert appointed by a party shall be 

bornc by the party appointing him . If the expert is appointed 
by the Tribunal, thc fecs and costs of such appointment , 
unless otherwise dirccted by the Tribunal, shall be shared 
equally by all thc parties. On appointment he shall submit 
curriculum vitac in schedulc V. 


30. Adjournments : 


( 1) Any party ( including the Union or the Statc Government or its 

instrumentalities) sceking adjournment shall file a written 
rcqucst, supported by sufficient and cogent reasons and 
necessary documents . 


( 2 ) The Tribunal may grant adjournment after recording its 

rcasons in writing and subject to payment of costs at the 
rate of a minimum of Rs. 3,000 / - (Rupees three thousand 
only ) per day , which shall be payable by such party to the 
Arbitration Centre . 


( 3 ) The Tribunal shall however kccp in view the time schedule 

fixed for completion of the arbitration proceedings while 
considering the prayer for adjournment. 


31. Deposits : 


( 1 ) The Director may require the Partics , before referring the 

case to the Tribunal, to deposit in advance in one or more 
instalments , such sums of money as he deems nccessary to 
defray miscellancous expenses and Arbitrator s Fcc . 


(2 ) The Deposits shall be called for in cqual sharcs from the 

partics . The Director may during the course of arbitration 
proceedings, require further sum to be deposited by the 
partics or anyone of them to meet the costs of the Arbitration . 


( 3 ) When one of thc parties neglects or refuses to make the 

deposit, the Director may require such deposit, whether in 
relation to a claim or a counter - claim , to be made by the 
other party to the dispute (Claimant or Respondent as the 
case may be). Costs so deposited shall follow the cause . In 
default , the consequences as provided in second proviso to 
section 38 (2 ) of the Act shall be followed . 
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(4 ) All deposits towards miscellancous expenses and fecs shall 

be made with the Centre and no payment shall be relcascd 
to thc Arbitrators directly by the partics . The deposit made 
by the parties shall be taken into account by the Tribunal in 
apportioning the costs while making the Arbitral award . Any 
dcposit made in cxcess shall be refunded to such party (s ) as 
thc Tribunal 

may dircct . 


(5 ) The Centrc shall have a lien on the Arbitral award for any 

unpaid costs of the Arbitration including adjournment cost , 
miscellancous cxpcnscs and thc fccs of the Arbitrator and 
thc award shall not bc notificd to thc Partics unless all such 
costs havc bccn fully paid to the Centrc by the Partics or by 
onc of thcm . 


( 6 ) All the deposits towards the administrativc expcnscs , other 

cxpcnscs and the Arbitrator s fcc shall be paid by the partics 
in the form of Demand Draſt or Bankers Chcquc or Pay Order 
or in any Electronic mode drawn in favour of thc Director, 
Madhya Pradesh Arbitration Centre (Domestic and 
International) at Jabalpur. 


(7 ) Thc Dircctor shall dccidc any disputc , as between the 

partics , regarding the quantum ; the liability or any other 
issuc regarding the deposit of Arbitrators 

fcc , 
administrative and miscellaneous cxpenses and the decision 
by thc Director shall be final.

Note : In case where the claim or dispute is not quantifiable , the 
administrative and miscellancous expenses shall be determined 
by the Board of Governors .

Additional Fees and Expenses : 


( 1 ) The Tribunal shall allow fees and cxpenscs of witnesses , 

carriage of sample and examination of goods , if required , 
conveyance , hirc , cost of legal or technical advice or 
proceedings in respect of any matter arising out of the 
arbitration incurred by the Tribunal, and any other 
incidental expenses and charges in connection with or 
arising out of the reference or award as the Tribunal shall, 
in its absolute discretion , think fit and the same shall form 
part of the Arbitral Award . 


(2 ) If any party to the arbitration procecdings sccks relief as 

provided under Section 17 of the Act, after passing of the 
award and before its cnforcement, the fcc and expenses 
payable in respect of such additional procecdings shall be 
as determined by the Board of Governors on a case to casc 
basis . 


36. Form and contents of Arbitral Award : 


( 1 ) 


An arbitral award shall be made in writing and shall be 
signed by the members of the Tribunal. 


( 2 ) 


For the purposes of sub -rule ( 1), in arbitral proceeding with 
more than one arbitrator , the signatures of the majority of 
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all thcmcmbers of thc Tribunal shall be sufficient so long 
as the reason for any omitted signature is stated . 


( 3 ) Thc arbitral award shall statc thc rcasons upon which it is 

bascd , unlcss thc award is an Arbitral Award on agrccd 
tcrms. 


(4 ) The Arbitral Award shall stato its date and the placc of 

arbitration and the award shall bc dccmcd to havc bccn 
made at that place . 


(5 ) After the Arbitral Award is made, a signed copy shall be 

delivered to cach party . 


(6 ) The Tribunal may , at any time during thc arbitral 

proceedings ,makc an intcrim Arbitral Award on any matter 
with respect to which it, may makc a final Arbitral Award . 


( 7 ) 


In case of monctary claims, the award shall spccify thc 
amount awardcd . 


(8 ) Thc costs of Arbitration shall be determined by the Tribunal 

in accordance with Section 31A of thc Act . 


(9 ) Unless otherwisc agreed to by the partics , - 
( a ) thc costs of an arbitration shall be fixed by the 

Arbitral Tribunal; 
(b ) thc Tribunal shall spccify : 


(i) 


thc party cntitled to costs ; 


(ii) 


thc party who shall pay thc costs ; 


(iii ) the amount of costs or mcthod of dctcrmining 

that amount; and 
( iv ) the manner in which thc costs shall be paid . 


( 10 ) On tcrmination of the proceedings, thc Arbitrator may pass 

a direction and hand over the original record alongwith the 
proceedings , lo cither of the parties, as he may dccm fit and 
proper, subjcct to submission of digitized version of the 
cntirc rccord and procccdings by the concerned party , onc 
copy cach , for the Arbitrator , for thc Centre and for the 
other party ( ics ). Such copics shall be signcd digitally . 
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Explanation : 


For the purpose of clausc (a ) of sub - rule (9 ), costs mcans 
reasonable costs relating to :

37. Termination of Proceedings : 


(1 ) The Arbitral procecdings shall be terminated by the final 

Arbitral award or by order of the Tribunal undcr

PART - IX 
MEDIATION ARBITRATION 


40. Reference to Med -Arb : 


( 1) Partics to an arbitration agrccmentmay , at any time before 

the commencement of the arbitration procccdings or whilo 
the arbitration procccdings are in progress , opt for 
mcdiation , and rcqucst thc tribunal to put the arbitration 
procccdings on hold to cnable the parties to resolve their 
disputes amicably . 


( 2 ) The partics shall convey their request to the Tribunal, or if 

the tribunal is not in session , to thc Dircctor. 


( 3 ) Thc tribunal shall accept the request of the partics and 

kсср in abcyancc thc arbitration procecdings, whilc 
rclcgating the partics to Med - Arb . 


( 4 ) Thc Mediators on thc panel shall bc dccmcd to be the 

mcdiators for the purpose of the reference to Med -Arb . The 
partics shall havc libcrty to appoint the mcdiator of thcir 
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choice and proceed with the mediation proceedings 
expeditiously 


( 5 ) The
